FLYERS BREAK RECORD 


Mrs. Marsalis and Mrs. Thaden 
Stay in Air After Setting 
New Mark.

—The world refueling endurance 
flight for women was passed at 5

SOME NEW RECRUITS 
RALLY TO CAUSE 


Local in Christian County 
Virtually Accepts Dicta- 
tion—Little Likelihood of 
Work Resuming. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
TAYLORVILLE, II., Aug. 19.-- 
Central and Southern Illinois min- 
ers who invaded Christian County 
yesterday in protest against the new 
reduced mine wage scale, prepared 
this afternoon to move south to 
Franklin, Saline and Williamson 
counties to continue their fight, 
Their purpose in this county has 
been accomplished. Every shaft 
in this section is idle today. 
diggers who had worked for a week 
in the four big mines of the Fea- 
body Coal Co. at the reduced scale 
are idle as a result of the demon- 


stration made yesterday in the 
mass movement of their fellow 
union members. Some remain in 
their homes, others are enthusias- 
tic recruits to the ranks of the 
protesting marchers. 

Mass Meeting Decision. 

At a mass meeting here this aft- 
ernoon the Christian County locals 
announced their intention of leav- 
ing the matter of work to the judg- 
ment of each individual, which 
means that there will be no work, 
since the individuals opposing the 
new scale obviously outnumber 
those who favor a return to the 
mines at lower wages. 

It was aunounced at the meeting 
that a committee was in South- 
ern Illinois, looking over the 
situation this afternoon, with 
instructions to report its findings to 
the main body of the protesting 
miners tonight at Benld. The march 
on the Southern Illinois mines will 
begin tomorrow morning. 

Militia at Nearby Towns. 

With four National Guard com- 
panies standing by in Decatur and 
Springfield for possible disorder, 
only a few untoward incidents were 
reported as a result of the in- 
vasion of yesterday. Two Peabody 
mine guards were disarmed by 
pickets at- No. 7, at Kincaid. Com- 
pany officers declared they were 
manhandled, mine union officers 
denied that they were. Two shacks 
near Kincaid were burned and one 
was dynamited during the night. 
Strike leaders disclaimed any re- 
sponsibility. 

More than 2000 miners and their 
wives this morning picketed No. 
58, two miles west of. Taylorville, 
the only Peabody mine that had 
not been abandoned by strike, vote 
in this county. The day shift was 
turned back by the pickets and 
the tipple was idle, along with the 
others, . 

The men at No. 8 at Tovey 
walked out after a vote Thursday 
night. No. 7 and Kincaid No. 9 
at Langley joined the movement 
yesterday morning. 

National Guard officers detailed 
by Gov. Emmerson to survey the 
situation estimated today that from 
5000 to 7500 miners had invaded 
the county yesterday from the 
south and northwest in two motor 
caravans formed in protest against 
the new wage scale. To guard 
against possible disorder, Sriga- 
dier-General Thomas N. Hammond 
yesterday afternoon ordered four 
companies of the National Guard 
from their encampment at Camp 
Grant, Rockford, to their home 
armories with instructions to stand 
by for orders and to be ready to 
move within the shortest possible 
time.

When John J. Curtin, attorney 
for Walker, resumed his argument 
today, Paul Block, newspaper pub- 
Usher, appeared in the Hall of 
Governors to testify for the Mayor. 
Block established the joint broker- 
age account from which the Mayor 
has testified he received $246,000 
profit. 7 

Resuming his argument för dis- 
missal of the 15 Seabury conclu- 
sions, Curtin took up No. 10, in 
volving the Mayor’s business rela- 
tions with the missing accountant, 
Russell T. Sherwood. 

Samuel Seabury, counsel for the 
Hofstadter Legislative Committee, 
has charged that Sherwood, as 
Walker’s fiscal agent, handled in 
five and a half years stock trans- 
actions totaling nearly $1,000,000. 
Denies Official Act Is Involved. 

Curtin’s argument for dismissing 
the Sherwood conclusion was based 
on a contention that Mayor Wal- 
ker’s dealings with Sherwood had 
nothing to do with his official life. 
ere is no evidence what- 
ever,"{curtin said, “that the money 
deposited in Sherwood’s various ac- 
counts did in fact belong to the 
Mayor.” ; 

Curtin agreed yesterday afternoon 
to limit his argument today to an 
hour and a half. 

“Has it been brought to your 
attention,” Curtin asked the Gov- 
ernor, “when the Sherwood special 
account in the Central Hanover 
Bank was opened? That is the 
only Sherwood account with which 
there is evidence Walker had any 
connection.” 

From the Central Hanover ac- 
count were drawn checks which 
the Mayor has testified he author- 
ized Sherwood to send to his sis- 
ter, Mrs. Nan Walker Burke, to 
Mrs. Walker, and in payment of 
bills in connection with a yacht 
Mrs. Walker rented. 

Curtin produced a transcript of 
the Central Hanover account show- 
ing it was opened in October, 1924, 
nearly two years before Walker be- 
came Mayor. 

“At that time,” Curtin said, 
“Walker was neither elected nor 
nominated Mayor of New York. 
There was neither point nor motive 
for Mr. Walker than to open an ac- 
count in anybody else’s name. 

Account Deposits. 

“In the year 1924, between Oc- 
tober and Dec, 31, there was de- 
posited in that account more than 
$38,000.

TY CLUB MUST GET 
200 MEMBERS OR QUT 


President Says Quick Action Is 
Necessary to Prevent It 
From Disbanding. 


Members of the City Club have 
been notified by Dr. Homer B. Bai- 


ley, president, that the club was 
likely to go out of existence unless 
the membership is increased 
promptly. 

Operating expenses have been 
exceeding income by about $2000 
a month, Dr. Bailey said. This loss 
has been met out of a fund of 
$38,000 received as a rebate from 
the Government on taxes on mem- 
berships’ That fund, the president 
announced, has been reduced to 
$98, but the club has no unpaid 
bills, 

The City Club was established 
about 1910. Its peak of size was 
attained about eight years ago, 
when there were 3500 members, 
but it has only about 300 now. Dr. 
Bailey said about 200 more are de- 
sired. He expressed confidence 
that they would be obtained and 
the club would continue to oper- 
ate, Clubs generally have lost 
membership in the depression. 

-Dues in the City Club have been 

reduced from 366 a year, includ- 
ing a 10 per cent Federal tax, to 
$40 a year, with an order from the 
Government exempting the club 
from the tax, Dr. Bailey disclosed. 
There is no initiation fee. 
A meeting of the membership 
has been called for next Monday 
noon to discuss plans for getting 
more members.

3. Rehabilitation of track and 
overhead to the extent of $500,000.., 
If the funds for these improve- 
ments, as outlined, arfiounting to 
$5,500,000, could be borrowed from 
the Reconstruction Finance. Cors 
poration on a ten-year repayment 
basis, at 3 per cent, it would re- 
quire $640,500 per annum for ten 
years, averaging the payments, 
which we believe could come out 
of the $1,000,000 fund in our plan 
for betterments and additions. 
However, a large part of the cost 
of this subway should and would 
be paid by special assessments 
against the benefited property own- 
ers. The burden on the $1,000,000 
fund, therefore, would be substan- 
tially reduced. 
The $1,000,000 fund for better- 
ments and additions was included 
in our plan with the idea that ft 
would be used for purposes such 
as just outlined.

Free courses will be offered to 
the unemployed this year by Wash- 
ington University, it is announced 
by Chancellor Throop. Qualified

$225 a month, Mrs. Brown said. 
None of the officers are com- 
pensated. 

After investigation police give a 
white card to the heads of desti- 
tute families. This is etchanged 
for a numbered metal identifica- 
tion tag at Welcome Inn. Milk is 
given to those under 8 years of 
age and more than 65.. An auto- 
matic checking system insures the 
fair distribution of food, so that a 
small family will not receive as 
much as a large one. Meat is dis- 
tributed once a month. 

In addition to the regular recip- 
ients of aid on the organization's 
relief roll, one day emergency as- 


‘sistance is extended those recom- 


mended by police. 

A men’s lodging house is con- 
ducted in the same building as the 
inn, but as a sepaarte enterprise, 
with profits going to the relief 
agency. Mrs. Brown said the lodg- 
ing house, which accommodates 60 
men, makes about $65 a month for 
Welcome Inn. A night’s lodging 
costs 25 cents. Meals are 10 cents 
each, and a typical dinner, she said, 
includes meat, three vegetables, 
fruit and coffee. * 

10-Meal Coupon Book. 

Welcome Inn sells 10-coupon 
books, each coupon good for a 
meal at the lodging house, for $1. 
‘Many have purchased them, Mrs. 
Brown said, so as to give coupons 
to those asking alms. 

When Welcome Inn began its 
activities, on May 1, 1930, it at- 
tempted to distribute basketa of 
food all over the city but it was 
found impracticable to do more than 
take care of the area it now serves, 
Mrs. Brown said. This area was 
selected after consultation with po- 
lice, she added, because it was felt 
it contained more poor families 
than any other in the city. 

From the time it opened until 
Aug. 1, last, she said, 318,226 bags 
of food have been distributed, each 
sufficient to feed five persons for 
four days. The food has been sut- 
filcent for 19,093,560 meals, Mrs. 
Brown said, and it has cost Wel- 
come Inn but one-fifth of a cen: a 
meal per person. Total cost of the 
tood distribution, Mrs. Brown said, 
is $28,162.18. . 

Ffuits, melons and vegetables 
donated by produce merchants total 
132,360 bushels, she said, with a 
market value of about $46,326.

he had received so many messages

He is still confident he will win 
in the long run, he said, although 
he has no intention of leading a 
march on Berlin. He condemns 
dictatorships set up on bayonets. 

“The incorrect version of what 
took place during my interviews 
with Chancellor von Papen and 
President von Hindenburg leaves 
me cold,” Hitler said. 

“Fascism and Mussolini cannot 
be separated,“ he declared. Fun- 
damentally, you can't separate the 
leader from the idea. Only after a 
movement has well passed the or- 
ganization stage and the idea has 


been translated into action and as she does now. You cannot

“Had Bismarck died in 1869 
there would have been no German 
Empire. Had Frederick the Great 
been killed or died before the third 
Silesian war there would have been 
no Prussia such as we know it.

Millions of Jobless. 

“T would not be so silly as to try 
to éliminate all large concerns,” he 
replied. “You cannot build loco- 
motives in a blacksmith's shop nor 
ocean liners in rowboat sheds, nor 
can you make automobiles by 
hand. 

Tou must remember this, how- 
ever; we live almost adjacent to a 
country where communism is be- 
ing exclusively preached and an 
attempt made at practicing it. Also 
we have millions of unemployed in 
our country. Now, it will not do to 
have wealth and property concen- 
trated in the hands of a few peo- 
ple or a few concerns and expect 
to imbue our people with the de- 
sirability and ethical value of pri- 
vate property. 

“Only if property is widely dis- 
tributed among many millions of 
our people, if everybody has a share 
in the goods of the world, can we 
hope to supply a proper offset to 
the communist idea negating pri- 
vate property. 

It follows that we want our 
middie class, which is becoming 
poorer and poorer and whose 
means of livelihood are cut off 
more and more by large business, 
again to be placed in a position 
where they can have their share in 
the world’s goods. 

“In America everyone still car- 
ries a marshal’s baton in his 
knapsack. With us the middle 
class, the backbone of our country, 
is being wiped out. That is what 
the National Socialist movement 
will try to avert.”

State-Controlled Exports 
Such as Those of Russia 
Would Be Barred by 
‘Ottawa Plan.

OTTAWA Ont.. Aug. 19—It the 
Imperial Economic Conference, 
which began its final committee 
session this afternoon, should 
adopt the anti-dumping agreement 
it is cansidering, no product re- 
gardless of its orgin, would be per- 
mitted to enter the English market 
at less than the world price level. 

Inferentially Great Britain would 
thus set a precedent which the 
world of capitalism has sought for 
three years in treating state-con- 
trolled exports, such as thoes of 
Soviet Russia. . 

The dominions, especially Can- 
ada and Australia, insisted from the 
first that the proposed world tariff 
of 6 cents a bushel on wheat, 4 
cents a pound on copper and 20 
per cent preference on lumber 
would offer no protection in a 
market in which state-controlled 
products could be sold in what they 
called “an uneconomic fashion” 
that would guarantee disposal. 

Loss to U. S. Likely. 

Regardless of the form it pro- 
poses to adopt to check dumping, 
the United Kingdom was thought 
today to have assured itself ade- 
quate compensation in a freer 
entry of its industrial products 
into the nations of the Common- 
wealth. What it gains will proba- 
bly be largely at the expense of ex- 
ports to Canada from the United 
States, although some American 
observers were inclined to believe 
the United States’ loss would be no 
more than the total loss of trade 
resulting from the multitude of 
bilateral trade treaties . between 
the dominions. 

Probably little will be known 
about the rates involved in trade 
preferences until contracts are 
placed before the respective Par- 
liaments. Until then any estimate 
of the commercial loss to the 
United States would be guesswork. 

As a result of the rate secrecy 
it was reported today certain Brit- 
ish manufacturers had contracted 
with Russia for one billion board 
feet of softwood lumber, contingent 
on advancing of the Empire prefer- 
ence by the conference. 

U. S. Farm Board Mentioned. 

It was remarked that in confer- 
ence discussions of dumping, the 
action of the United States Farm 
Board in selling wheat abroad did 
not escape definition.

Plans Announced for Corpora- 
tion That Will Advance 


Funds to Buyers. 
By the Associated Fress. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 19.—The or- 
ganization and operating plan of 
the Commodities Finance Corpora- 
tion, proposed by Eugene Meyer to 
furnish credit for the movement of 
commodities from producers to 
manufacturers, was announced aft- 
er a meeting of New York bankers 
yesterday. 

The corporation will be author- 
ized to issue $50,000,000 in notes 
for which New York banks will be 
asked to subscribe. The notes will 
have behind them all the assets of 
the corporation, which will consist 
principally of capital stock of two 
subsidiaries. 

One of these subsidiaries is to 
undertake an acceptance business 
exclusively and the other a finance 
business. The Commodities Finance 
Corporation will be organized un- 
der the laws of Delaware and the 
subsidiaries in New York State. 

The operating plan was an- 
nounced by Mortimer N. Buckner, 
president of the National Credit 
Corporation and chairman of the 
New York Clearing House Assoq- 
ation Committee which has been 
working on Meyer's plan for some 
time. 

Bankers sponsoring the corpora- 
tion emphasized that it would be 
in no sense a pool for speculative 
buying of commodities. It will 
make no purchases but will ex- 
tend credit to manufacturers and 
other buyers. 

Its purpose primarily is to em- 
ploy some $230,000,000 of excess 
reserves of New York banks in 
stimulating the movement of com- 
modities in inland cities where ade- 
quate credit is not available. 

The corporation will be governed 
by a board of directors chosen 
from subscribing banks. The board

Fresh Corn Soup. 

From the bones of cooked, chick- 
en make a chicken stock by im- 
‘mering them in two quarts of water 
for two hours, with a small onion, 
a small carrot sliced and either a 
stalk of celery or a little parsley. 
Strain and keep for this soup. Cut 
from the cobs sufficient sweet corn 
to make four cups, being careful 
not to cut so close that the tough 
cob gets in. Put this in the strained 


stock which should after cooking 4 
amount to about a quart. 


Cook slowly for 20 minutes, add 
two cups milk and cook for 20 
minutes more, adding a tablespoon 
chopped onion, teaspoon salt, tea- 
spoon sugar, and pepper to taste. 
Strain, then thicken with two table- 
spoons butter, two tablespoons 
flour and sprinkle a little chopped 
parsley over the portions. Serve

Chicken Noodle Soup. 
The wings, neck and giblets of 
chicken supply the stock for this 
soup. Soak for 10 minutes in salt- 
ed cold water, then drain, cover 
with four cups cold water, add a 
chopped stalk of celery, slice of 
onion and a few sprigs of parsley 
and let simmer for two hours, 
Strain and set aside. When ready 
to serve, skim off fat, season with 
salt and pepper after heating very 
hot, and put in as many noodles 
as required. Cook only 10 minutes 
after noodles are put in. 

Jellied Chicken Broth. 

Break bones, cover with six cups 
cold water, add parsley, a small 
onion and a sliced small carrot, 
simmer for an hour after bringing 
to boil. Season with pepper and 
salt. Strain, remoye fat and dis- 
solve in it three-quarters tablespoon 
gelatine which has been softened 
for 10 minutes in cold water. If 
the fat seems considerable, hot 
stock should be cooled and skimmed 
before gelatine is added, and will 
have to be reheated for the addi- 
on. Strain after reheating and 
before adding the gelatine. Let 
harden, and at serving time beat
